And there followed him a great company of peo- 
ple and of women, which bewayled and lamented 
im. But Jeſus turned back unto them, and ſaid, 
Ye co of Hierufalem, weep not for me, but 
weep for your ſelves, and for your children: For 
behold, the dayes will come, in the which they ſhall 
ſay, Happy are the barren, and the wombes that ne- 
ver bare , and the paps which never gave ſuck.
